BCE It tbtvcfavt CDttflffcl) by The KIXG’s Most Excellent MAjEs-rr, 
by and with the Advice ami Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Pai-liament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the commencement 
of this Act, all and every the Clauses and Provisions relating to the im- 
posing, levying, recovering and distributing of any such Fine, or relating 
to the imposing of any Penalty upon any Officer of Excise or Customs, 
or any other Person, in respect of any collusion or fraudulent practice in 
subjecting any Parish, Place or Person, to any such Fine, and to the 
levying, recovering or distributing of any sucli Penalty, whicli are con- 
tained in an Act mode in the Forty-seventh year of His present Majesty’s 
reign, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act matie in the Forty-sixth
